T here’s the rule. 
Should th e U. 
S. governm ent ask th e am bassa­ 
d o rs and m inisters to forego their 
privileges of im m unity of the laws 
and custom s of th e laud to which 
they are accredited? 
If America, 
one of the leading nations in the 
w orld, m akes such a request and 
it is granted, then every other na­ 
tion iii the world may 
ask 
for 
w hatever conform ity it desires to 
its own laws and custom s and the 
whole stru ctu re of diplom atic im­ 
m unity collapses. 
la It Important? 
T he question is w hether diplo­ 
m atic im m unity is as im portant 
nowadays as it used to be. T ur­ 
key and China in recent 
years 
have raised the question of extra­ 
territo riality which applies to all 
foreigners, but no nation has ever 
suggested abandonm ent of dip­ 
lom atic representatives. 
The im­ 
m unity is based on th e 
theory 
th a t the am bassador or m inister 
represents the sovereign of 
his 
country and Is entitled to all the 
courtesies th at would be rendered 
lo a visiting m onarch. 
The ex­ 
tension of diplom atic im m unity 
to th e secretaries and m em bers of 
the household is more a develop­ 
m ent of convenience th an a legal 
necessity. 
If the United States 
govern­ 
m ent wanted to m ake a point of 
it. the o ther nations would not 
object. 
The w ithdraw al 
of 
a 
courtesy is not a cause for pro­ 
test. though it may have Its at­ 
ten d an t em barrassm ents and ill- 
feeling. 
W hile the am bassadors 
and m inisters say they are will­ 
ing to abide by jiny 
suggestions 
m ade by the Am erican 
govern­ 
m ent. the tru th is they would re­ 
sent the request as destroying the 
theory of Im m unity. 
It has already been the subject 
of much com m ent during th e last 
tw o years and som e of the diplo­ 
m ats can not 
understand 
why 
th ere Should be any objection to 
the consum ption of liquors In em­ 
bassies and legations when Amer­ 
ican citizens by 
th e 
thousands 
feel justified in doing the same 
thing. 
T he only difference 
is 
th a t the legations and embassies 
are safe in 
consum ing 
liquors 
they know to be 
unadulterated 
and the average cltiscn may not 
be. 
The principle, however, ie that 
th e em bassies and legations m ight 
set an example to Am erican citi­ 
zens on how to obey their 
own 
law s and custom s. 
B ut while this 
m ight be tru e of official 
diplo­ 
m atic functions, it Is difficult to 
believe it would mean the end of 
all drinking by mem bers of the 
diplom atic corps or th eir staffs. 
F or one thing thev would be im­ 
portuned to partake of the hos­ 
pitality of manv Americans who 
cling to th e idea th a t they can 
choose which laws they wish to 
obey. 
Tho drys in congress have been 
restive about it and have sought 
by legislative m eans to end dip­ 
lom atic im m unity with respect to 
-••''hibiMon law*, but the au­ 
thorities on international usage 
say it is not a m atter for tho leg­ 
islative branch of th e 
govern­ 
m ent and rests solely 
with 
the 
executive branch, w hich grants 
voluntarily the privilege to 
the 
em bassies and legations. 
Presi­ 
dent Hoover and 
Secretary 
of 
State Stimson are not likely 
to 
ask the diplom atic corps to make 
th e ir own mode of living under 
w h at is construed to be a foreign 
roof conform to American con­ 
ceptions. 
For one thing it would 
subject American diplom ats 
to 
em barrassm ent In th e fu tu re on 
o th er privileges and lastly 
the 
diplom ats do 
not 
expect 
the 
United States governm ent to ask 
them to give 
up 
anything 
to 
which international eourteay has 
alw ays entitled them .

House 
Approves Score 
of Amendments in 
Stormy Session

W ashington. May 27 (JP)—In sn 
atm osphere electriAed with charges 
of “trading," partisan debate and 
resurrected 
campaign 
arguments, 
the house approved another score 
of committee amendments to the 
tariff bill today and paved the way 
fw a Anal vote late tomorrow. 
The session, lasting more than 
six hours, was the storm iest of any 
since the Republican-framed meas­ 
ure was taken up t h r u weeks ago, 
and out of It emerged an amend­ 
ment. approved by a vote .of 196 
to 90. placing a duty of IO per cent 
on hides, rates ranging from 12 Va 
to 90 per cent on leather, and a 
levy of 20 per cent on boots and 
ahoes. 
All of these commodities have 
been on the free list for years and 
w • e retained in th at category in 
the present bill as Arst reported. 
Urgent demands for duties, how­ 
ever, led to reconsideration. 
Committee Victorious. 
An attem pt 
by 
Representative 
Hudspeth. 
Democrat. 
Texas, 
to 
make the hide duty 20 per cent was 
rejected by a vote of 190 to 68. 
Of the other 
am endm ents 
ap­ 
proved. the ways and means com­ 
m ittee was victorious in every In­ 
stance and not one change was 
effected by any m em b.t outside the 
committee group. 
A dozen or more amendments re­ 
main to be acted upon tomorrow 
before ail are voted on en bloc 
just prior to a Anal vote. 
A motion to recommit the meas­ 
ure will be made before the vote 
on passage is -taken. 
Representa­ 
tive Garner, Texas, the Democratic 
lead**-, will offer the motion to 
send the measure back to the ways, 
and mean* committee with instruct 
tions to amend it in three import­ 
ant particulars. 
He will ask to abolish the pres­ 
ent tariff commission, to repeal the 
Aexible provisions authorising the 
president to (henge import duties, 
and to provide for a fact-finding 
board of four membtt's to be ap­ 
p o s e d by the speaker 
of 
the 
house and vice president and made 
solely responsible to congress. 
Restore Court Power. 
He would restore 
the 
power 
which the bill takes sway from the 
customs courts end gives to the 
secretary of the treasi« y to review 
valuation in cases of appeals from 
appraisements. 
His motion also will provide that 
the committee amend the bill by 
"adjusting rates in all schedules 
so that the duties shall not exceed 
the actual d'ffersnces between the 
cost of production in the United 
States and abroad." 
Explaining this change. Garner 
said some of the rates in the bill 
were too low and some too high

Shank and Haughland took off 
at Wichita, Ka*., Saturday morn­ 
ing and flew to Minneapolis yes­ 
terday, experting to circle over 
this city several days before re­ 
turning south. 
Failure of their 
refueling ship to replenish their 
gasoline supply

contributed to the 
end 
of

flight and also nearly caused a 
crash Just before the monoplane 
was forced down today. 
One re­ 
fueling contact 
was 
made

morning, but on the second a t ­ 
tempt the endurance 
ship 
went 
into a ddve at the tail of the plane. 
Shank, at the controls pulled 
the ship to safety when only about 
IOO feet from the ground. 
Sub­ 
sequent attempts at contact with 
the refueling

failed, 
and 
Shank and Haughland landed in a 
farmer’s pasture, after their gaso­ 
line supply was exhausted. 
“ It was Just tough luck," Shank 
said.

Chicago. 
May 
27 (£*)—Dollar 
wheat, one© th© hope and* of late 
the dread of the farmer, beearn0 
his ambition again today as a flood 
of selling swept grain prices to 
record low levels. 
May wheat was submerged to 
5-8 cents on the Chicago oBard 
of Trade, a drop of 2 5-8 cents 
from Saturday’s closing price and 
the lowest price for May delivery 
since September, 1915, when a 
s a le at 93 cents was recorded. Six 
years ago cash wheat Isold at 96 
cents in July. 
Wheat today was for sale at 
prices 50 cents a bushel less than 
a year ago and more than 30 cents 
under the peak of the season in 
February. 
Since then wheat has 
been on the toboggan, the skids 
greased by an almost immovable 
surplus of the commodity left over 
from last year’s enormous North 
American crop. 
That 
surplus 
remained 
the 
prime factor in the glutted mar­ 
ket. 
Every price reduction and 
freight rate cut here has been met 
by competing prices 
in 
Canada 
and the Argentine, and prevailing 
estimates today held that 330,- 
000,000 bushels would be carried 
over at the end of this crop year, 
throughout the world. 
Various Factors 
The immediate factor today was 
the weakness 
of the 
Liverpool 
grain m arket and a contributing 
cause was rain in the Canadian 
wheat belt, insuring a favorable 
start of the spring wheat crop. 
Already the harvest is under way 
in the American southwest, begin­ 
ning new competition with the old 
crop in storage. 
Other grains ©lumped, too, and 
while wheat closed 2 J2 to 2 7-8 
at 3c below Saturday’s finish corn 
finished 2 1-8 to 2 5-8c down, oats 
3-4 to I 7-8c lower and rye IU 
to 3 7-8c lower.

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FIRECRACKERS 
ARE OUTLAWED 


State Clamps Tight Lid 
on All Dangerous 
Noise Making 


Fireworks and firecrackers of 
all kinds are outlawed in Michi­ 
gan by a new act of 
the 
state 
legislature. 
It is illegal to offer 
for sale or to sell, or to explode 
any kind of noisemakers using ex­ 
plosives. 
Escanaba has had a similar city 
ordinance for several years. Fire­ 
crackers, however, have been sold 
In large Quantities in rural stores 
during the Fourth of July season. 
This year, the ban is state-wide, 
and there will be no fireworks ex­ 
cept those which are staged as a 
part of official municipal celebra­ 
tions. 
The new law, In full, follows: 
Here Is the Law 
"Hereafter it shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm, copartner­ 
ship or corporation to offer for 
sale, expose for sale or sell at re­ 
tail or use or explode aby blank 
cartridge, top pistol, top cannon, 
toy cane or toy gun in which ex­ 


plosives are used; the type of bal­ 
loon which requires fire under­ 
neath to propel the same; firer 
crackers; torpedoes; skyrockets; 
roman candles, daygo bombs or 
other fireworks of like construc­ 
tion, or any fireworks containing 
any explosive or Inflammable com­ 
pound or any tablets or other de­ 
vice commonly used and sold as 
fireworks 
containing 
nitratee, 
chlorataes, oxalates, sulphides of 
lead, barium, antimony, arsenic, 
mercury, nitroglycerine, phosphor­ 
ous or any compound containing 
any of the same or other modern 
explosives: 
“Provided: That the council or 
commission of any city or village 
or the township 
board 
of 
any 
township may. upon application in 
writing, grant a permit for the 
public display 
of 
fireworks 
by 
municipalities, 
fair associations, 
amusement parks or other organi­ 
zations or groups of individuals 
approved by such city, village or 
township authorities when handled 
by a competent operator. 
After 
such permit has 
been 
granted 
sales of fireworks for such display 
may be made for 
that 
purpose 
only: 
“Provided further, That nothing 
in this act shall be construed to 
prohibit any wholesale resident, 
dealer or Jobber to sell at whole­ 
sale such fireworks 
as are 
not 
herein prohibited; or the sale of 
any kind of fireworks provided the 


same are to be shipped directly 
out of the state; or the sale of 
blank cartridges for a show or 
theatre, or for signal purposes in 
athletics sports or 
by 
railroads 
for signal purposes, or for the use 
by the militia or any organization 
of war veterans. 
“Any person, firm, copartner­ 
ship or corporation exposing or 
offering for sale, selling, using, 
exploding or discharging any fire­ 
works contrary to the provisions 
of this act shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon con­ 
viction thereof shall be punished 
by a fine not exceeding one hun­ 
dred dollars or by imprisonment 
in the county Jail for not to ex­ 
ceed ninety days or by both such 
fine and imprisonment in the dis­ 
cretion of the court.” 
The act was given immediate 
effect, and previous acts covering 
the sale of fireworks in Michigan 
were repealed.

GIVEN PATENT 
FOR SCAFFOLD 


Julius L. Pedersen, Local 
Painter, Invents 
Novel Device 


A patent for a scaffold, su p p o rt­ 
ed by a single standard, has been 
issued to Ju liu s L. Pedersen, 200 
North Tw elft street, well known 
painter, according to advices from 
the U. S. p aten t office. 
The scaffold is especially su it­ 
able for use by painters or by 
carpenters in puttin g shingles 
or 
siding on th e side of a house 
or 
other building. 
It can be erected 
within a few m inutes, 
and after 
the day’s work is over th e painter 
or carpenter can foldi it up much 
like he would do with a telescopic 
music stand and tak e it hom e un­ 
der his arm . 
Most of th e device 
is made of alum inum , m aking it 
of very light weight. 
The scaf­ 
fold dispenses w ith the services of 
ladders. 
The single stan d ard is m ade of 
alum inum pipe of square shape in 
telescope sections. 
T here 
is 
a 
steel point on th e base of it so 
that it can be 
driven 
into 
the 
cronnd near the building. 
A p lat­ 
form m ade of 
alum inum 
slats, 
with a wire railing, is slidable up 
and* down th e stan d ard by th e op­ 
eration of a block and tackle fa st­ 
ened at the top. 
At close in te r ­ 
vals. holes have been m ade in the 
standard so th a t a safety pin may 
bp placed below the platform or 
painter’s cage to assure its 
stay­ 
ing in place. 
Two alum inum arm s are also 
on the top of th e standard, and 
project outw ard to rest 
on 
the 
roof of the building. 
One or two 
ropes arc stru n g from these two 
arm s to a chim ney or o th er object 
on the roof to keep th e scaffold 
stationary and upright. 
The sliding platform or cage is 
six feet long, 
and 
perm its 
th** 
painting of th e side of the build­ 
ing for a space of nine feet square

Detroit, Mich., May 27 (ZP)— 
Down along 
the 
Michigan-Ohio 
line south of Monroe, there stands 
a granite monument, designated 
in records of the respective states 
simply as "P o st 70”. 
“ Post 70” , along with 70 others. 
Indicates w here Michigan leaves 
off and Ohio begins, and as such it 
is more than a mere post. 
It is 
a smybol. 
Of late it has been the 
distinguishing mark between an 
immediate wedding and a five-day 
period of waiting. 
However, “ Post 70” deserves 
something better. 
It has a his­ 
tory: the ground 
on 
which 
it 
stands once came very close to 
being a battle field in the “Toledo 
boundary' w ar” between Michigan 
and Ohio, nearly a century ago. 
It happened this way. 
Early land 
laws 
decreed 
the 
line of demarcation between the 
Michigan 
and 
Ohio 
territories 
should be drawn from the south­ 
ern tip of Lake Michigan due east 
to Lake Erie. 
Based on the inac­ 
curate map of the period, the line 
would have ended tome distance 
south of Maumee bay, andi not 
only would it have cut Indiana off 
from l.ake Michigan, 
it 
would 
have given Toledo to Michigan.

It appears that In the near fu­ 
ture hunting will be done on pri­ 
vate lands. 


Michigan people then discovered 
they had lost w’hat they consid­ 
ered part of their rightful te rri­ 
tory and Governor Cass author­ 
ized a survey of the line .employ­ 
ing William Harris of the Govern­ 
ment land office to make it. How­ 
ever, wh>n H arris’ line came out 
above Toledo, thus taking from 
.Michigan the Maumee bay district, 
the governor protested to Presi­ 
dent Monroe. 
A new 
line 
was 
then run 
by 
John 
A. 
Fulton, 
which terminated at what is now 
Port Clinton, O. 
So the battle lines were drawn. 
Ohio, awake to the latent advan­ 
tages of Toledo, 
demanded 
the 
Harris line be recognized. 
Michi­ 
gan, equally insistent, sought to 
establish the Fulton line as the 
boundary. 
In 1821 an assessor of W aynes­ 
field township, Wood county, un­ 
wittingly dug up the hatchet when 
he attem pted to tax property In 
the contested area. 
From then 
on the boundary issue was seldom 
forgotten. 
In 1835 Michigan be­ 
came entitled! to admission to the 
Union. 
She was naturally anxious 
to establish her boundaries and 
hoped definitely 
to 
extend 
her 
jurisdiction aa far south as the 
Fulton line. 


War Started 
Toledo people, believing their 
economic interests lay with Ohio, 
urged Governor Lucas to extend 
the Jurisdiction of the state over 
them. Accordingly the Ohio legis­ 
lature passed an act extending the 


boundaries of the state to the 
Harris line. 
Thereupon the Michigan legis­ 
lature passed an act forbidding 
Ohio officials to function In this 
territory or residents of the re­ 
gion to accept offices from any 
other body than the territory of 
Michigan. 
To make sure the or­ 
der would be respected Governor 
Mason called out the militia. 
The war was on. 
Drums rolled 
in southern Michigan and north­ 
ern Ohio and loyal citizenry rush- 
de 
to 
the 
colors. 
Feeling ran 
high along the frontier as General 
John Bell, with a force of nearly 
600 men, marched into the dis­ 
puted 
territory 
where 
General 
Joseph 
W. 
Brown 
and 
1,000 
Michigan militiamen 
had 
taken 
their stand at Perrysburg. 
U. P. Deckling Factor 
With the stage set for a first 
rate battle and soldiers of the op­ 
posing forces ominously fingering 
their muskets, 
emissaries 
from 
President Andrew Jackson dashed 
between the lines and effected a 
truce. 
Michigan troops, frustrat­ 
ed in their dream s of glory, were 
forced to content themselves with 
arresting and imprisoning at Mon­ 
roe “alien” Ohioans found in the 
contested territory. 
Michigan came into the Union 


under a compromise by which she 
relinquished claims to the Toledo 
territory in return for the Upper 
Peninsula, gracefully am putat­ 
ed from Wisconsin for the p u r­ 
pose. 
The 
war 
clouds 
have faded 
away. 
Surely there was no hint 
of that 14 years ago when Gov­ 
ernor Woodbridge 
N. 
Ferris of 
Michigan clasped! hands with Gov­ 
ernor Frank S. 
Willis 
of 
Ohio 
across the granite top of “ Post 
70”, formally recognizing trace- 
ment and permanent marking of 
the Ohio-Michigan boundary.
